The following are extratts of two letters from Sir Charles 
Knowles, Barts Capt. of the Porcupine, of 20.guns, te (Mr 
Stephens, Gated at Port. Mabon, viz. 

26th Fudby, 17280. 
* Yoa will pleafe acquaint their Lordihips that the Por- 
cupine being on a erwize, ou the coalt of Vaicneia, three 
lez gues from the Colobres rocks, on Saturday the 22d init. 
at four o’clock in the morning, we faw tworfail a-licad 
ing for us, which appeared to be enemy’s crutzers of fupe- 
rior force ; we tacked to the wellward, and {tood from them 
and prepered for agtion ; as theday advanced, we perceived 
they were wwo large Spanith xebecs, thips pollacca rigged ; 
by their fuperiority in failing, they came falt up with us 5 


tande- 


about fix, being withjn gun-fhot, they hoiited Spanith co- 
Jours, and fired a gun to leeward about eighy minutes after 
fix.» ‘I'he enemy being on our weather quarter, we fhorten- 


ed fail, hoifted our colours, and gaye the headmott hip a 
broadfide ; ficre the action commenced, and continued until 
tweuty minutes paft feven, at which time the eusmy fheered 
of. The largef xebec carried 26 or 28 nine-pounders, and 
the fmalleft 22-or 243 a third veflel appeared in fight, whe 
was endeavouring to join them, and the Colobies being with- 
in a half a mile of us, we made fail from them, and {tood to 
the edftward. The enemy fhortly wore and flood after us ; 
about nine, the headmott thip began to fire her bow chace 
at-us, which we returned from our ftern. The third veffel 
joined them, which was a xebec, latine rigged, who lay too 
windward during the following a€tion. At ten minutes re 
ten, the xebecs being clofe up with us, we fhortened fail, 
and another afiion began, which lalted till half patt eleven, 
@t which they theered off again. We then made fail, and 
ftood on‘as before ; fooa after they tacked and ftood after 
us under an eafy fail till two o’chock, at which time, they 
tacked and ftood from us. Wé had feur men wounded, The 
Porcupiue received bavlitrle damage in the a@ion. Leanuot 
fufficiently applaud the fpirited "behaviour of the inferior of 
ficers and fhip’s company.” * 
6th Auguft 1780. 

*¢ On Sunday the goth ult. at day light, we difcovered a 
French frigate and convoy, whom we chafed in fhore, they 
having fallen into the weftward of Algiers, the wind being 
then eafterly. The Minorea and Porcupine both attacked 


the frigate, (which was the Mentreal) who from the near- 
nefs to the fhore prevented our fhips placing themfelves i a 
fituation to rake her, after an action of an hour and forty 


minutes. ‘Che fituation of the Bay, and the flate of the 
wind weré fuch, that we forged fo far a-head of the Mon- 
treal as not to be able to bring our gnus to bear, which ob- 
liged us to go out of the Bay, at which time the French fri- 
gate anchored with the convoy clofe to fhore, and took pro- 
teGtion of the coait; the calm that prevailed in the inner 
part of the Bay was fuch, that we could not, without mani- 
felt rifque of being difmatted, attempt a fecond action with 
in the fituation the was placed, not having it in our power 
to fupport each other properly, by the danger of getting a- 
ground; and had we made another attempt and fucceeded, 
the veflels we fhould have taken mult (I believe) have been 
delivered up, from the application of the Dey of Algiers to 
our court. he rigging of both fhips being much cut, and 
the Porcupine having received many fhot under water, it was 
neceflary to frepair the damages we had fultained. Jut as 
we had repaired our rigging, three fquare rigged veffels ap- 
peared in the Hazey coming before the wind in chace of us, 
whom I took for French cruizers, and therefore made the 
fignal to the Minorca to provide for our own fafety; what 
induced me to fuppofe they were French, was, that Capt 
Lawfon having been off Algiers fome days be fore, and being 
difcovered from the fhore, on his arrival at Mahon, had re- 
teived intelligence from Algiers, that the French Conful at 
that place had wrote by a neutral veflel to France, deficing 
that two frigates might be fent to cruize off Mahon, and two 
more to come off Algiers, but which afterward appeared to 
.-be Englith privateers. The foregoing reafons, together 
with my want of ammunition, determined me to make.the 
beft of my way to Mahon, to repair the damages the Por- 
cupive had fattained in this and the former action. Hat we 
been fortiinate enough to have fallen with the Fre ch con- 
voy at fea, I have not the leaft doubt but we fhould have 
taken them all. Lf our endeavours on this occalion have not 
been crgwned with faccefs, [ hope their Lordthips will not 
attribiteyit, to the waut of zeal on our parts. The Porcu- 
pine had three men killed, aad two wounded, and “the Mi- 
norca had two killed.” ;

54 salt, ditt, 112 leagues; and then the Ramillics, Thetis,

Copy of a letter frtm Captat ARs! Moutray, Commander of 
his Majeftys foip Ramillies, to Philip Stephens, Ef; dated 
at fea, the fecond of Auguft, 1790. 

** Sir, I am forry to acquaint you, for the information of 
your Lordfhips, that this morning, being in the latitude of 
356, 55, N. and longitude 15, 00 Weft of London, I per- 
ceived the lights of a fleet, which I judged.were thofe of the 
enemy ; upon which I immediately made the fignal for the 
convoy to bring to on the ftarboard tack ; at half paft one 
made the fignal to make fail, after lying to and keeping 
clofe to the wind, which was.at N. N, E. till day-light; I 
then found it neceflary to make the fignal for the convoy to 
difperfe ; finding, to my utmolt aftonifhment, three flags, and 
the greateft part of the combined fleet in chace of them, and 
feven fail of battle hips and a frigate well up in the wake of 
the Ramillies, Southampton, ald Thetis; but by dint of 
failing they happily efcaped; a great number of the convoy 
in a {hdrt time after flruck, and I have the greatch reafon 
to believe the gredtett part of thern muft unavoidably be ta: 
ken, as a number of fhips were firing at chem. 

In confultation with the Captains Garnier and Linzee, I 
have difpatched Captain Linzee, ia the Thetis, being the 
bett failer,*with this unfortunate account to their Lordihips. 

If I can weather the ficet, I fhall proceed off Madeira, to 
the place of rendezvous, to take from thence the fhips that 
may have efcaped ; as frigates will no doubt, be fent to in- 
tercept them, the enemy haveg taken feveral thips that had 
fealed rendezvous.
